Owing to the prevalence of m alaria 
in various parts of Oklahoma, I 
deem it advisable to call the atten t­ 
ion of the people of the great need 
of taking preventative measures. 
W ith 
m alaria as 
with 
no 
other 
disease, does thq death rate fail to 
indicate the real loss from an econ­ 
omic point of view. 
A person’ may 
suffer 
from 
m alaria 
the 
greater 
part of his life and ultim ately die 
from some other entirely different 
cause. 
It has been shown th at the 
average life w orker in m alarious 
places is shorter, and Infant m ortal­ 
ity higher in healthy places. But a- 
side from this vitally im portant as­ 
pect of the subject, the .affect of 
m alaria in lessening or destroying 
the productive capacity of the indi­ 
vidual is obviously of the utm ost im­ 
portance and upon the population 
of a m alarious region is enormous 
even 
under modern conditions in 
this country. 
There are two fundam ental prin­ 
cipals which must first be under­ 
stood and accepted, as upon these 
are based the measures to be a- 
dopted for the prevention of m alaria 
(1) M alaria is contracted thru 
the bite of a misquito. 
(2) Man infects the misquito 
and the misquito in turn infects the 
man. 
M alaria is due to a germ 
which lives in the red blood of 
man. 
The chain of life of the germ 
is “ M an-to-mosquito-to-man.” 
To prevent m alaria we m ust there 
fore, break the chain somewhere, 
and to do this we may consider 
the question under two heads, 
(1) F irst avoid the mosquito 
bite. 
The mosquito th at transm its 
m alaria invariably bites at night, or 
in some dark, damp shady place, if 
hungry. Screen all doors and win­ 
dows and use not larger than 20 
mesh screen. 
(2) Use quinine as a prevent­ 
ative. 
Quinine is a specific in cur­ 
ing the desease. 
Persons exposed to 
m alaria should therefore take small 
doses of quinine 5 grain doses, twice 
daily for two consecutive days from 
May I to December 1st, will usually 
prevent m alaria. 
* 
Any low place th at cannot be 
drained should have crude oil or 
petroleum poured on it. In barrels 
used to catch :-din w ater, put 3 
table spoonsful! 
of 
petroleum , 
it 
will not h urt the w ater for wash­ 
ing 
purposes 
but 
will 
elim inate 
mosquitos.

Owing to the prevalence of malaria 


in various ..parts ot Oklahoma, I 
deem it advisable to call the attent- 
ion of the people of the great need 
of taking preventative measures. 
With 
malaria as . with no other 


disease, does the. death rato fail to 
Indicate the real loss from an econ- 
omic point of view. 
A person- may 


suffer 
from 
malaria tho greater 


part of his life and ultimately difl 
from some other entirely cliii'erpnt 
cause. 
It has been shown t'.iat the 


average life worker in malarious 
places is shorter,-and infant mortal- 
ity higher in healthy places. Hut a- 
side from this vitally important as- 
pect of the subject, the effect of 
malaria in lessening or destroying 
the productive capacity of the indi- 
vidual is obviously of th'e utmost im- 
portance and upon tho population 
of a malarious region is enormous 
oven 
under modern conditions in 


this country. 


There are two fundamental priji- 


cipals which must firat bo under- 
stood -and accepted, as upon these 
are based the measures to bo a- 
dopted for the preventio'ii of malaria 


(1) Malaria is contracted Him 


the bite of a mlsquito. 


(2) Man infects tho misquito 


aud the misquito in turn infects the 
man. 
Malaria is due to a germ 


which lives in the 
red 
blood of 


man. 
The chain of life ot tho germ 


is ."Man-to-mosquito-to-man." 


To prevent malaria we must there 


fore, breax me c;iain somewhere, 
and to do this we may consider 
the question under two heads, 


(1) First avoid the mosquito j 


bite. 
The mosquito that transmits: 


malaria invariably bites at night, or! 
In some dark, damp shady place, il'j 
hungry. Screen all doors and win-j 
dows and use not larger than 20! 
mesh screen. 


(2) Use quinine as a prevent-1 


ative. 
Quinine is a specific in cur-i 


ins the desoase. Persons exposed to] 
malaria should therefore tako small i 
doses of quinine 5 grain doses, twice j 
daily for two consecutive days from 
May 1 to December 1st, will usually 
prevent malaria.
